Town Council Tables 
Revision Of Zoning Law 


By MIKE CASCELLA 

Town Council has tabled to 
October — consideration of the 
Planning Board’s revision of 
the Residence A-3 zoning law. 

Councilor Paul Fieldstad, 
head of the ordinance sub¬ 
committee, requested the delay 
in order for the subcommittee 
to study the new law. Also, the 
subcommittee will meet with 
planning consultants Brown, 
Donald, and Donald on Sep¬ 
tember 29 for that group’s in¬ 
put. 

An attempt to delay con¬ 
sideration for 60 days failed on 
an 8 to 6 vote. Councilor Julio 
Alvigini wanted a longer time 
“to further persue and develop 
what has been said about this 
new law.” Joining Alvigini in 
the vote were Councilors Della- 
Giustina, Harrington, 
Lockhart, Nardi, and Query, 
while Fieldstad, Colli, Coffey, 
Giordano, Kerr, Rheault, 
Theroux, and Benjamin opted 
for the two week, two day delay. 

The lone speaker during 
Monday night’s public hearing 
on the law was Arthur 
Sausville, 54 Charles Street. 

Opposing the new law, 
specifically on its clause 
allowing five-story buildings, 
Sausville said it could ruin 
property values and right to 
privacy. He added that, “Too 
much has been left up to a five 
member, appointed board, of 
which three can decide an issue. 

“You people (the council) 
should decide this issue (of five 
story buildings)” Sausville 
said. He labeled the new law, “a 
paradise for builders, pushed in 
order to let them build in 
wetlands.” 

Councilor Roy Benjamin 
requested any subcommittee 
recommendations in writing 


before they are presented on 
October 8. 


Key features of the proposed 
A-3 law are: 

Allowing only apartment 
houses or garden type apart¬ 
ments and “accessory uses” in 
A-3 zones. 

Allowing five-story buildings 
if substantial alteration of 
landscape is needed to meet the 
two-story requirement. The 
Planning Board would decide 
the issue, but five-story units 
are allowed for only 55 percent 
of the units. 

Restriction of lots to five 
acres minimum size. 

Required public hearings, 
cost of advertisement to the 
petitioner. 

Required landscaped buffer 
areas. 

Required 600 square feet of 
recreational space per dwelling 
unit, and recreational space 
and facilities for pre-school 
children. 

Fieldstad said that council 
action on the law would help the 
Planning Board determine 
stands on “several zone 
changes before us now.” One 
zone change to A-3, for con¬ 
dominiums, has been proposed 
by developer Carlo Bonavita 
between Silver, Suffield, and 
Adams streets. The Council’s 
public hearing on Silver Hill 
Village will be October 20. 

In other business, the council 
set November 5 as the public 
hearing dates for ordinances on 
Open Space (cluster) housing 
development, off-street 
parking, and underground 
storage of fuel. 

Councilor Lockhart levelled 
criticism at Town Manager 
James Westman for “dragging 
our feet once again,” on im¬ 
plementation of 50 percent 


payment of retired employees 
health insurance. 

“The retirees deserve better 
attention than this, and I would 
hope this information would be 
available by the next meeting,” 
Lockhart said. 

Westman said the executive 
branch was having “a difficult 
time finding the starting dates 
of retirees and those who might 
be eligible. 

“In some cases, we have to 
search individually ... the 
benefits won’t become effective 
until the money is voted (from 
the reserve),” the manager 
said. The council okayed 
payment of benefits, but no 
amount, on August 4. 

Westman claimed he, and the 
retirement system staff were 
hampered by “the lousy 
records kept for years here.” 

Lockhart was visibly 
disturbed by that remark, and 
several townspeople in the 
audience vocally indicated their 
displeasure with Westman’s 
comment.

After the onslaught of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of fail goers 
at the Eastern States Ex¬ 
position in West Springfield, 
Mass., the 175 acre fairgrounds 
are quickly transformed into a 
ghost town. 

Following the fair, which was 
the longest running fair for the 
Big E, heaps of rubble, a few 
straggling exhibitors and 
frazzled full. time employees, 
were left behind. 

When the 154th fair opened 
Sept. 10, all the municipal 
services a city provides began 
operating. In addition hundreds 
of seasonal workers took up 
positions in the food and novelty 
stands, exhibitor’s booths, the 
six state buildings and other 
key areas. 

When the turnstiles stopped 
moving late Sunday and the 
exhibitors had rung up the last 
sale of the season, the 
dismantling of over 675 exhibits 
and over 40 mid-way rides 
swung into full gear. 

General Manager of the Big 
E, G.W. Wynne said, “There is 
disorganized pandemonium on 
Sundav when the customers 
leave.” The “unbelievable 
process” of dismantling, said 
Wynne, takes six hours of un¬ 
doing what took 10 days to put 
together. 

The bumper to bumper traffic 
on the fairgrounds Monday 
leading out from the main gates 
was caused by the scramble of 
exhibitors and carnival people 
heading for another fair in 
another part of the country. 

Working through the night 
. Sunday to pack up their goods 
and hit the road, the exhibitors 
must have a clearance slip 
signed by the department heads 
before leaving the fairgrounds. 
The clearance slips must be 
turned into the gatekeeper 
when departing. 

Wynne explained that the 
clearance slip is a security 
precaution to prevent incidents 
of stealing and exhibitors 
leaving with unpaid bills.
